"At ate September 27 Huron 
Township Board meeting, Clerk 
Dawnette Bowers opened bids submit- 
ted to the Township for legal publica- 
tion. Three newspapers, The News- 
Herald, the Monroe Evening News, 
and The Huron River Weekly had sub- 
mitted their bids. After Bowers read 
the bids out loud to the Board, it was 
revealed that The Huron River 
Weekly’s bid was considerably lower 
than the other two newspapers. 

However, Bowers moved to take the 
bids back to her office to research some 
considerations and to vote at the next 
Board meeting. 

Trustee John McKinney questioned 
Bowers as to what considerations she 


"was referring to, saying that he thought 


that the publications that placed the 
bids already meet the, legal’ require- 
ments. 

Bowers responded by saying that 
State law requires several things and 
that she feels that the newspapers 
should provide a bonafide subscription 
list to prove that their paid circulation 
is what they are claiming it to be. 

The motion to vote on the issue at 
the next meeting was carried. 
However, at the following meeting 
held on October 11, the issue was 
tabled again at the request of Bowers, 
for the same reasons as the previous 
meetings. 

Next on the agenda was the appoint- 
ment of Burke Mitchell to the Local 
Finance Development Authority. 
Although absent from the meeting, 
Supervisor David Glaab had made the

recommendation to the Board. 

McKinney asked how many people 
submitted applications for the position.

C3 INTERVIEWS THE C

At the Concerned Citizens Coalition 
October 5 meeting a couple of issues 
were discussed. 

The first issue was a letter to the edi- 
tor, which had appeared in The News- 
Herald regarding the recent violation 
of the Campaign Finance Act by 
Trustee Michael Glaab. 

C3 President Yvonne Schoedel had 
prepared a response to the letter. The 
only concern with the letter was an 
ending statement, which Larry 
O’Kelley felt, would lead to continua- 
tion of the dispute in the local media. 
Therefore, Schoedel’s. letter was 
approved unanimously with the state- 
ment in question being stricken. 

Also discussed was a report by John 
McKinney of the East-West Connector 
Road Committee. McKinney 
explained that the committee voted 


four to one in favor of pursuing the, 
- east-west connector. The final decision 


was based on the committee’s determi- 
natino that the interest of the entire 
community overrides the interest of 
those on West Road. 

Barron, who made the opposing 
vote, explained that his objection to the 
proposal was based on his feeling that 
the study could have been more thor- 
ough. 

After the discussion, candidate inter- 
views began. All Huron Township can- 


didates were invited to the event. 
Those in attendance included John 
Mitchell for supervisor, Jarrod Barron 
and Linda Dyer for treasurer, and Nora 
Adkins, Len Straub, Larry O’Kelley, 
Marlene Krauss, and Mary Lou Carey 
for trustee. 

Missing were 
Dawnette Bowers, Laura Nelson, 
Michael Glaab, Jerry Reynolds, 
Shirley Burgess, Jim Mason, and R.P. 
Lilley. 

Candidates began by introducing 
themselves and explained why they 
chose to run for office. 

Barron said that as Township trea- 
surer “I would like you to consider me 
for the right reasons.” Barron 
explained that he has worked on 
streamlining operations and will even- 
tually be offering other payment meth- 
ods to residents of Huron Township. 

Mitchell remarked, “I chose to run 
because I enjoyed the 45 days I worked 
as supervisor.” He also explained that 
the community cannot progress unless 
the community can be united and 
everyone is treated fairly. Mitchell also 
expressed interest in bringing “more of 
the overall spread of the community to 
Board meetings.” 

Adkins revealed that she chose to 
run again because some of her original 
goals such as a senior center, have not 
happened yet. Adkins wants to contin-

I think the major issue 
in this campaign is “are we going to 
keep our community charm?’ “ 
O’Kelley also discussed a need for 
ethics in government and an ordinance 
that would disallow officials to vote on 
issues in which personal land owner- 
ship is involved. 

Krauss explained that she had
